In spite of the latest dispatches which advise us that the 
Germans have been thrown back some three miles on one of the 
most important sectors of the Leningrad defenses, there is no 
doubt that the Situation there remains extremely serious. 

This is especially so in regard to the Soviet naval position in 
the Gulf of Finland. This position basically consists of three 
component parts: the Hango-Dagoe outer. position, the central 
position consisting of a number of small fortified islands in the 
middle of the Gulf of Finland, all this linked to the nayal bases 
of Tallinn and Port Baltiyski, and, finally, the massive rear position 
of Kronstadt, . 

With the fall of Tallinn and, probably, Fort Baltiyski, the 
middle position has been deprived of its anchors.“ The situation 
as a whole with the Germans controlling virtually a great part 
of both shores of the Gulf of Finland, the outer position (Hango 
and the islands of Dagoe and Oesel) must be considered seriously — 


‘ot their garrisons and to the help of the Baltic Fleet. 

The latter’s movements in the Gulf will be, however, greatly 
hampered by German air and artillery interference from Tallinn 
and its vicinity. Furthermore, the great Kronstadt position de- 
-pends for its flank. protection on the forts of Koivisto and Lissi 
Nos on the northern shore of the Gulf and Forts “Red Hill” 
AKrasnaya Gorka) and “Gray Horse” (Seraya Loshad) on the 
southern shore, Both these systems probably are threatened (espé- 
cially the southern one, because Finnish action should not be 
taken too seriously). 


But all said and done, the greatest threat to Leningrad comes 
from land and that is where the battle (or siege) will be decided.

How- ~ 
ever, these fairly large and very difficult operations have not 
transcended yet the stage of local attacks primarily designed as a 
diversion to help the flanks (Leningrad and the Ukraine). 


In the south Marshal Budenny is emulating Timoshenko and 
conducting local piston-like attacks on the line of the Dnieper. 

The Red Army in Iran has received orders to halt its advance. 
All objectives seem to have been reached.

The Union Shop Guards 


National Defense 


Ten days have elapsed since the Navy 
Department took over control of the big yard 
of the Federal Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Co, in Kearny, N. J. Responsibility for this 
move was ascribed by President Roosevelt 
directly to the stiff-necked attitude of the 
corporation. And yet, the union shop (which 
was the occasion for the dispute and which 
was upheld by the Mediation Board) has not 
yet been iystituted at Kearny. 

This delay has whetted the appetite “for 
blood” of the anti-labor forces. They enter- 
tain hopes That the union shop may be blotted 
out in the New Jersey shipbuilding center, 
after all. The commercial press has accord- 
ingly been conducting a steady fire against 
the setting up of any such arrangement. 
Yesterday Roy Howard’s New York World- 
Telegram brought renewed pressure on the 
Navy Department to invalidate the decision 
of the Mediation Board. 

Such contentions will not stand up in the 
court of American public opinion. The union 
Shop is one of the chief guarantees for the 
upholding of national morale. It is one of 
the greatest contributions to the maximum 
effectiveness of national defense production. 

Without the union shop, the workers in 
such large plants as that at Kearny cannot 
protect their wages, hours and working con- 
ditions. It is precisely upon the maintenance 
of such conditions that the preservation of 
national morale and the maximum output in 
production depends at the present time. Every 
experience—and particularly that of Great 
Britain—demonstrates beyond a doubt that 
workers cannot continue production at high 
pressure unless they enjoy those living 
standards which permit them to. produce 
effectively. 

The union shop strengthens the whole 
defense machinery against the saboteur and 

fifth columnist. The philosopy of trade 
uniohim, if carried out dynamically, is di- 
rectly opposed to Munichism and appease- 
ment. A strong union in a plant is one of 
the greatest factors in rooting out those who 
would hamper defense production at Nazi 
direction or through pro-Nazi incitement. 

As Walter Holmes indicated in the Sun- 
day Worker, out of Britain’s experiences, 
national defense production expands in pro- 
portion to the expansion of the trade union 
movement. The patriotic duty of the nation 
is to strengthen the union shop as a means 
of strengthening the national defense effort. 
We expect the Navy Department to fulfill 
this duty.

entitled Why the Army Gripes,” and which 


purports to be a discussion of army morale 
is, in effect, a crude expression of Hitlerism 
against the Negro people. 

The author, one Harold Lavine, pretends 
that the Negro troops are responsible for 
the ills of white draftees. He writes: “They 
HATE Negroes, and their hatred seems to be 
mounting to hysteria.” (Emphasis Lavine’s.) 
He quotes some unnamed selectee as saying 
he'd like to “shoot” Joe Louis and still an- 
other as remarking he'd like “to shoot them” 
(referring to Negro officers—ed.). 

This is the anti-Negro stuff of the Ku 
Klux Klan which could scarcely say worse. 
It is not only a libel and an incitation to vio- 
lence against Negro soldiers, it is a defama- 
tion of the white soldiers. As a whole, the 
millions of selectees are workers and are a 
part of the fair-minded public which be- 
lieves in clean sportsmanship and which are 
against lynch rule and Ku Kluxism. 

Typical of the attitude of the white 
draftees toward their Negro brothers was 
the recent action of young Roger Starr, who 
publicly demanded to be put into a Negro 
regiment as-a protest against jim-crowism 
in the armed forces. It can be seen again in 
the scores of trade union and other organi- 
zations which have joined with the Negro 
people in urging an end to segregation and 
jim-crowism in army ranks. 

The scattered complaints which have 
come from draftees are due tally 
to those army heads and bee officials 
who conciliate the Hitler ap by main- 
taining jim-crowism and by failing to meet 
the just needs of the soldiers. The morale 
of the rank and file draftees is high for the 
defeat of Hitler and Hitlerism. An integra! 
part of this morale is that the Negro and 
white selectees desire to work together on a 
basis of complete equality and that racial 
discrimination should be eliminated. Isolated

Symptomatic of the growing ad- 
miration for the Soviet Union re- 
sulting from the terrific battle it is 
waging against the Nazi invaders 
is a recent editorial in the Water- 
town Daily Timés, influential up- 
state New York newspaper, which 
is read throughout the milkshed. 


Its editorial enttiled “We Under- 
estimated the Russians,” pays high 
tribute to the economic efficiency 
of the Soviet system for creating 
the material conditions—transport- 
ing and equip t—n y to 
bring the Hiter war machine to a 
halt. The editorial describes Soviet 
military leadership as “brilliant.” 

The editorial follows in full. 

“Day by day it becomes more ap- 
parent that the world underrated 
the Russian army and the Russian 
people. The German intelligence 
service, supposedly the best in the 
world, was completely misled. Our 
own general staff expected the Red 
Armies to collapse after a cam- 
paign of a few weeks. The British 
were far from confident when the 
blitz attack began late in June. 
Now it seems everyone was wrong. 


“Here, for example, are some of 
the things which fooled us: 


3 Transportaticn. All observers 


‘agreed this was the prime weak- 


ness of the Soviet. Yet surveys show 


that Russian engineers have built 


a million trucks in the last four 
years in compairson to German 
production of 400,000 trucks. Rus- 
sian factories are turning out ten 
times as many tractors, it is now 
reported, as the Germans. Russian 
roads are not good but the coun- 
try is largely flat. A million trucks 
and a vast quantity of tractors can 
cover a lot of ground. 


“2. Leadership. Here again mili- 
tary observers predicted that the 
purges had robbed Russia of all 
her experienced -officers. Soviet 
strategy in this war has been bril- 
liant. This includes not only high 
ranking officers but minor staff 
leaders too. 


“3. Equipment. Russian equip-, 
ment instead of being antiquated 
as popuarly believed seems to be 
modern and well constructed. Rus- 
sian artillery has been especially 
eifective in this campaign. 


“4. Aircraft. Russian planes have 
operated brilliantly. The Soviet 
V-120 dive bomber is now recog- 
nized as better than anything 
either the German or British 
armies have. In exchange for 
American bomb sights, now in 
British possession, Russia has given 
Britain full blueprints of dive 
bomber and fighter plane ccn- 
struction. e 
“5. Anti-aircraft defense. Erskine 


Caldwell and other writers in Mos- 
cow have been amazed at the ef- 
fectiveness of the anti-aircraft de- 
fenses of the Red capital. Only 
minor damage has been done al- 
though the Germans have sent 
hundreds of planes over the city. 

“6. Navy. The Russian navy was 
supposed to be the most poorly de- 
veloped in Europe. Now it appears 
the Soviet has a huge fleet of sub- 
marines and light fighting craft. 
These have played havoc with Ger- 
man shipping in the Baltic. 

J. Industry. So carefully planned 
is the Russian industrial system 
that loss of any one section of the 
country would not paralyze the na- 
tion. Thus the Russian retreat in 
the Ukraine is far less serious than 
originally supposed. 

“8. Morale. ‘The German intelli- 
gence apparently believed a White 
Russian revolt against Stalin would 
aid the Nazi attack. Instead the 
resistance and spirit of the rank 
and file of Russian people has been 
one of the most notable features of 
the war. 

“This is the story of Russia at 
war. Instead of being vulnerable, it 
has proved to be powerful. Instead 
of being ineffective and riddled 
with mismanagement and ill-prep- 
aration, it has been able to stand 
off the greatest military array of 
all time.”
